If Malcolm Were Alive Today - Shawniqua Goodman First Place 


If Malcolm were alive today, it is possible that at least two 
basic things would be a reality: there would be a stronger unity 
among Blacks, and Blacks and Whites in America would be on 
the verge of brotherhood. 

First, in order for Malcolm to be alive today, there could not 
have been a split in the Nation of Islam. It was the split between 
Malcolm X and the great Black nationalist Elijah Muhammed 
that made Malcolm more vulnerable to government agency in- 
terference. Tensions within the Muslim community, as well as 
government implications made the assassination of Malcolm X 
inevitable. 

The Nation of Islam played an important role in the process 
of Black unification. They raised up young Black brothers from 
the alienation of prisons and the degradation of the streets. The 
Nation taught young sisters to respect their minds and bodies. 
Fornication, prostitution, and teenage pregnancy were greatly 
condemned and guarded against by teachers and chaperones. 
Under the teachings of the Nation of Islam, with Malcolm X as 
the chief spokesperson, Black youth, male and female, became 
more disciplined, responsible, and righteous. If Malcolm were 
alive today, there would be less crime and drugs in the Black 
communities of America. 

Malcolm was a forceful orator and a powerful teacher. If 
Malcolm were alive, today he would be an elder among our 
Black leaders. We would have more Black leaders: business- 
people, congresspersons, and maybe even a Black president of 
the United States of America. 

Secondly, if Malcolm were alive today, Blacks and Whites in 
America might be closer to the achievement of true brotherhood. 


Malcolm was the consummate student. His love of reading 
began under the tutelage of Elijah Muhammed while Malcolm 
was still in prison. The dictionary was his primer. His compre- 
hension, as well as his reading and writing skills, increased as 
he wrote every word and its meaning, from aardvark to zymo- 
san. Malcolm continued the process of reading and learning 
through the rest of his life. It is my belief that through this 
process Malcolm would have found his African heritage and the 
Islam of Mecca even without his ousting from the Nation of 
Islam of Elijah Muhammad. With this new knowledge, there 
would have had to be a separation. However, it could have been 
an amicable one. The relationship between Elijah Muhammed 
and El Hajj Malik El Shabazz (as Malcolm was then renamed 
after his pilgrimage to Mecca) would have been mutually re- 
spectful, as was the relationship between Malcolm and Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr . . America would have had another 
option as a route to brotherhood. 

Before we, as Blacks, can find brotherhood with Whites in 
America, we must first be unified among ourselves. Malcolm X 
helped increase unitv among Black Americans. El Hajj Malik El 
Shabazz gave us a greater insight into our heritage and a means 
to create a multicultural unitv among all Americans regardless 
of color. If Malcolm were alive todav, we as Americans would be 
able to function as a whole societv, dealing with life on life's 
terms.
